Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 86 of the said Act, the 
Election Commission hereby appoints Shri Sycd Khadim Ali District and Sessions Judge, 
Shahjahanpur as the Member of the Tribunal for the further trial of the said petition.

We have heard learned counsel for the parties on this petition under Article 226 of the 
Constitution bv which the petitioner seeks the vacation of an order of the Election Tribunal, 
Shahjhanpur dismissing the election petition field by the petitioner m limine under section 
90 sub section (3) of the Representation of the People Act on the ground of non-compliance 
with the provisions of section 117 of the Representation of the People Act, The point 
decided by the Tribunal in respect of non compliance with section 117 of the Representation 
of the People Act is identical with the point that was found against the petitioner who 
subsequently moved this Court in Writ petition No. 2603 of 1957 (Bhuvanesh Bhushau 
Sharma its. Hakim Ha/iq & others) decider! by us on 16th January, 1958. r lhe facts of the 
present case are identical with those of that case and our decision in that case is fully 
applicable to the piescnt case. lor the leasons given by us in our judgment of that case 
wc hold that the order of the Tribunal is incorrect and mast be set aside. The petition 
is therefoic allowed and the order of the Tribunal dismissing the petition in limine is 
quashed. The result is that the petition will now be deemed to be pending before the 
Tiibunal and yill go back to the Tribunal which will now ptoeecd in aicordancc with the 
law. In the (irciimsum.es of Ihis case, wc make no order as to costs
